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Claim 12 (New) : A method for producing individual 
ithically integrated semiconductor circuit arrangements from 
fer composite substrate comprising the following steps: 

(a) forming a plurality of separate component structures 
comprising monolithic semiconductor circuits and conductive 
surfaces on a front face surface of a wafer; 

(b) covering the front face surface of the wafer with a 
protective layer to form a wafer composite substrate; 

(c) attaching the wafer to a support via an attachment layer 
applied over the support; 




(d) reducing the substrate to a selected thickness; 

(e) producing passage holes through the substrate up to the 
conductive surfaces on the front face surface;
